LONOHOOARPUS PALLIOJ3 Killip, sp. nor. Frutex; cortex 
glaber cineret^brunneus, lerrbicellis albis; folia altema 
5-foliolata, rhachide 6—9 cm. longa 4-angulata, flavida, 
glabra, petiolulia 4—6 mm. longis, corrugatis, sulcatia, 
foliolia ovatia vel ovato-lanceolatis, 7—11 cm. longia, 

5—5 cm. latis, subabrupte acuminatis, baai rotundati8, cor- 
iacei8, supra viridibua et subnitentibus, glabria, subtus 
pallidiaaimia, glabria vel minute pubeacentibue, nervia et 
veni8 supra paullo elevatis, subtua non preminentibus; ra- 
eemi axillaree 4-angulati glabri, laxiflori, pedunculia 1- 
floris, 4—5 mm. longis, bracteolia mox deciduia; calyx late

tubus 7 ®n« longus; ovarium adprease rufo-hirsutum. 

Type in the herbarium of the New York Botanical Garden, 
collected on low land near river. Gamp de Cabeca, Maracas- 
eume River region, State of Maranhao, Brazil, September 8, 
1952, by R, Froea (no. 1882). 

This species belongs to Bentham^ group Laxiflori, or to 
Pittier’s Epunctati, It is nearest L. denudatua , but differs 
in the arrangement of the inflorescence, the glabrous leaf- 
rachis, and other details.
